Quality of Public Water Supplies has 


‘ 
Been Greatly Helped and Other 
Improvements 


Now bhat the quality of public wa­ 
ter supplies has been greatly improv­ 
ed and the practice of milk pasteuriz­ 
ation 
has been 
widely 
introduced, 
outbreaks! of typhoid attributed to ty­ 
phoid carriers are becoming more con­ 
spicuous than 
formerly, 
although 
probably they are not really more 
frequent, 
tAi 
remarkable 
epidemic 
due to food infected by a carrier was 
recently reported by Sawyer in a re­ 
cent issue of The Journal of the Am­ 
erican Medical Association, and while 
this was perhaps exceptional in the 
number of persons infected at one 
time, it emphasizes the grave danger 
of allowing ca cr ie is to base to do with 
the preparation of handling of food 
intended 
for general 
consumption. 
The still more recent typhoid out­ 
break at Lehigh University with more 
than fifty cases and several deaths 
has been traced likewise by the P e n n ­ 
sylvania State Department of Health 
to a kitchen employee who proved to 
be a healthy carrier 
Such instances 
— and they are multiplying fast— sug 
gest that 
wherever 
feasible, 
em­ 
ployees 
handling 
foods 
liable 
to 
spread infection should be examined 
for a possible typhoid reaction in the 
blood. 
In case the reaction is posi­ 
tive, and even when it is negative, 
but there is a definite history of ty­ 
phoid fever, bacterial examination for 
typhoid germs should be made. 
Ap­ 


plication of Hie test could probably 
be made with little inconvenience in 
connection with' the student dining 
halls of many 
educational 
institu­ 
tions where proper bacteriologic fa­ 
cilities and expert service exist. 
We 
know of at least one American un i­ 
versity where such a routine exam­ 
ination of th e employees concerned 
in the handling of food has been prac­ 
ticed for sevral years past. 
The dis­ 
aster at Lehigh shows that such pre­ 
cautions are justified, and that with 
our present knowledge 
of 
typhoid 
causation some responsibility in this 
regard may be justly expected from 
college authorities. 
There are 
also 
many 
hospitals, 
sanatoriums 
and 
public institutions in which the nec­ 
essary facilities and skill for such ex­ 
aminations exist or could be readily 
provided, and here, too, it is true that 
to be forewarned is to be forearmed. 
In the future 
uncomfortable 
ques­ 
tions may be asked when carrier out­ 
breaks occur in large institutions that 
a.re provided with bacteriologic facil­ 
ities.

Mans Garbus, a German farmer of 
Iowa, has discovered that the bene­ 
fits which appear on the surface as 
attaching to, the mail order plan some 
times spell disaster and has write a 
a very interesting story of his views 
in a certain farm paper. 
Ile is p art 
of his story, .-ays the N w Rork J o u r ­ 
nal of Commerce: 


‘We farmers need aw akening ti 
the fact that we have unm istakably 
reached the period where we must 
think and plan. 
I am one of the slow 
| German farmer* that had to be shown 
and I am now giving my experience 
th a t others may profit, for knowledge 
is more expensive now than ten years 
ago. 


I wenty-nine years ago I began my 
farm career. 
I had an old team an d 
$■'*0. 
Our furniture was mostly home 
made- chairs, cupboard 
and 
made 
11 Oin dry goods boxes, neatly covered 
with ten-cent cretonne by my girl 
wife.- 
We rented eighty acres. 
Be­ 
ing a boy of good habits, I got all 
needed machinery and groceries of 
our home merchants on credit, until 
fall crops were sold. 
The first yen' 
was a wet season and I did not make 
enough to pay creditors. 
\ went to 
each on date of promise and explain­ 
ed conditions, paying as much as pos­ 
sible and they all carried the balance 
over another year. 
They continued 
to accommodate me until I was able 
to buy a forty acre piece of my own, 
Vs soon as I owned these few acres 
the mail order houses began sending 
me catalogues,, and gradually I /be­ 
san sending my loose change to them, 
letting my accounts stand in my home 
town where. I had gotten my accom­ 
odation when I needed it. 
“ We then had one of the thrifiest 
little \ illages in the state— good line 
of business in all th© branches, mer­ 
chants who were willing to help an 
honest fellow over a bad year, and a 
■ own lull of people who came twice 
a week to trade and \ isit. 
Our little 
town supported a library, high school, 
band, ball team, and we had big cel­ 
ebrations every year.

T here is not likely to be any investiga­ 
tion of military u npreparedness of the 
United States along the lines proposed 
by C ongressm an G ard ner of M assachu­ 
setts. 
T he adm inistration is in full 
control in congress, and the adm inis­ 
tration does not w a n t any such hives 
ligation. 


President Wilson thinks th e official 
reports are sufficient to show congress 
the condition of th e country, and he 
does not propose to have an investiga­ 
tion by a special com m ittee to ascer­ 
tain w h eth er those official reports are 
right or misleading. 
N either does he intend to have a 
catchall investigation, a t which every­ 
body 
w ho 
desires 
to 
express 
his 
views concerning the m ilitary policy 
and preparation of th e country can 
have an official hearing. 
Even if the 
investigation is not ordered G ard ner 
has done a great deal in th e way of 
general publicity concerning the mili­ 
tary conditions.
